John Meyers, a farmer of Greenup 


county, Kentucky, called at the pro- 
bate judge's office this afternoon and 
wanted to know if a marriage license 
had been issued to James Waddell and 
Tillie Meyers. 
The records show that 


such a license was issued on December 
5th. 
The groom called in person and 


made affidavit that he was 34 years of 
age and that the girl is 20. Mr. Meyers 
wanted to make sure that Waddell had 
sworn to this, and when shown the 
affidavit said, "Well, Tillie'Meyers is 
my daughter, and eho was only 15 
years of age last May, while Waddell 
is 46 years old, and a tough customer, 
too." 


Mr. Myers stated that the Waddell 


family lived near his farm In Greenup 
county, but that James had not been 
paying Tillie any attention, and, so far 
as he knew, had "never even sparked 
her." On the aay before the license 
was issued here, Tillie disappeared 
from home. 
"When the family got up 


in the morning she was gone, having 
slipped out of her room some time in 
the night. Mr. Meyers commenced a 
search, and at the Waddell bouse 
learned that James had remarked the 
night before that he .would "have Til 
or die," and that he had also disap- 
peared during the night. 
The irate 


father then started on a search for the 
runaway couple and finally traced 
them to this city. 


Waddell is working at the brick 


yards of the Kentucky fire brick com- 
pany. Mr. Meyers says that Waddell's 
"women folks" put him up to it and 
helped him work the scheme. He is 
satisfied that Waddell is guilty of per- 
jnry and vows that he will prosecute 
him.

From various parts of the country 


come suggestions about taking 
the 


tariff and currency problems out of the 
domain of politics, or legislation, by 
laving them referred to permanent 
commissions. 
The Massachusetts state 


board of trade has adopted a resolution 
that "changes in the tariff should be 
made in accordance with business re- 
quirements," and should therefore go 
to a permanent non-partisan tariff com- 
mission, which shall report to congress. 


This sounds very nice in theory, but 


in practice will prove a delusion. 
By 


no means short of overhauling the con- 
stitution can the control of the tariff be 
taken away from 
the 
law-making 


power. 
As long as congress has con- 


rtol, it will debate and divide on party 
or other linos when the tariff is before 
it. 
Local or sectional interests will 


enter into the decision, as well as the 
broader principles of political economy, 
on which great parties arise and con- 
tend for mastery. 
This is the history 


of 
representative governments 
the 


world over. In 1B82-83, which was a 
favorable time, with a redundant reve- 
nue and an excessive tariff, the com- 
mission plan had a fair trial. One 
composed of 
nine 
members, non- 


partisan in theory but representing 
various interests deeply interested iu 
tariff rates, was appointed by the Pres- 
ident, aud spent uoarly a year in in- 
vestigating, visiting all parts of the 
country, hearing witnesses and experts 
from homo and abroad. 
In its wisdom 


ic submitted a thorough plan of tariff 
revision, but congress tossed it to one 
side and through its committees framed 
a. substitute bill after its own jndg 
ment, which became a law, and re-

For the first time since the introduc- 


tion of shorthand, spoken words have 
been taken down by a writer unable to 
see the characters he was forming. 
The feat was accomplished by a Chi- 
cago man, John R. Gregg.

blindfold over his eyes he wrote upon 
a blackboard a paragraph dictated to 
him at the rate of over 100 words a 
minute. 
The accomplishment was the 


more remarkable from being done on 
the spur of the moment and without 
previous perparation.

hand 
writing 
the feat 
may not 


seem of particular " moment. 
It is 


a fact, however 
that 
one of

greatest limitations upon the short- 
hand writer is the necessity of con- 
centrating his attention on the char- 
acters he is making.

notes. A slight variation in the forma- 
tion of a character is likely to change 
or destroy the meaning of a sentence. 


As a natural result, the attention of 


a shorthand writer is wholly taken up 
with receiving and recording the words 
uttered. He needs all his eyes to insure 
the legibility of his notes. 
If he at- 


tempts to watch the person speaking, 
instead of following the characters he 
is making, he is liable to continual 
mistakes. 


The disadvantages which this neces- 


sity entails are obvious. In recording 
a political speech or a lecture the short- 
hand reporter is unable to watch the 
speaker or the audience. Of what is 
going on about him he can gain only 
aii imperfect idea. 
The motions of the 


orator, the actions of .the audience, he 
can see only in occasional glimpses. 
At a stereopticon lecture . he finds no 
time to watch the pictures. 
The duty 


of getting the words onto paper keeps 
his eyes fastened to his work. 


It was during a discussion of the ob- 


jectionable features of this state of 
affairs that Mr. Gregg was led to make 
the attempt; tti write from dictation 
without watching the characters. 
In 


spite of the fact that the concentra- 
tion of the writer's attention has long 
been recognized as a distinct disadvan- 
tage, this had never before been tried. 
Indeed, the writing of shorthand with- 
out at any time seeing the characters 
formed has been regarded as impossi- 
ble. It was thought that the characters 
would not only be wholly illegible to 
other persons, but to the writer him- 
self. Mr. Gregg, however, was confi- 
dent that this was not the case. It was 
his belief that the seeming impossibil- 
ity was based on the use of the older 
and more intricate systems of short- 
hand writing and not on the more 
modern 
and simpler 
modifications. 


With the old systems he recognized the 
fact that legible writing, 
without 


watching the work, was an impossi- 
bility. 
With recent improvements in 


shorthand he thought its accomplish- 
ment possible. 


This belief he stated before a meet- 


ing of teachers and students of short- 
hand held at No. 439 West Sixty-third 
street one evening a little more than a 
week ago. His statement was met 
with distrust, if not contradiction, and 
to prove it, Mr. Gregg offered to make 
sm attempt to write shorthand with his 
eyes blindfolded. 
There was a small 


blackboard attached to the wall of the 
room, and upon this the writing was 
done. Mr. Gregg -was blindfolded, and 
Oeorge Watson, standing behind him, 
read aloud an extract from a letter. 
The letfer was one taken at hazard 
from among a number on business 
matters and was full of common busi- 
ness terms and expressions. Mr. Gregg 
wrote with what, considering the cir- 
cumstances, was great rapidity, until 
tlio board was filled. The time of 
writing was a little over three minutes 
and the rate 103 words a minute. 
After the blindfold was removed, Mr. 
Gregg read a passage from the board 
without a mistake. 
It was also per- 


fectly legible to other students of short- 
hand unfamiliar with the contents of 
the letter. 
' This accomplishment is regarded by

shorthand writing and with training 
directed to that end it is now possible 
for the shorthand reporter to take notes 
with even less attention to the forma- 
tion of characters than is required iu 
writing longhand. At first the ordi- 
nary shorthand viiier no douht would 
find the work difflcnlt, not so much 
perhaps because of the real difficulties 
presented as because of habits already 
formed. 
It is claimed, however, that 


brief practice will enable the student 
to write and watch the speaker at the 
same time. 
j 


The rate of a little over 100 words a 


minute reached by Mr. Gregg iu his 
attempt is regarded as an excellent re- 
sult for a first trial. It is believed, 
however, that it can be cosuiderably bet- 
tered. Mr. Gregg's opinion is that with 
a little practice it would be possible for 
him to increase the 100 to 150 or even 
more words a minute. This is as great 
a speed as is commonly required of ex- 
pert shorthand writers and is fully np 
to the usual needs. 


It is not at all a likely thing that 


even with practice the average writer 
could repeat, the feat accomplished by 
Mr. Gregg. 
In shorthand Mr. Gregg 


has attained a proficiency far above the 
common. 
He is an Englishman, and 


until recently resided iu Liverpool. 
His first experience with shorthand 
writing began when he was a boy ten 
years old. 
Since that time it has been 


his favorite branch of study, and he 
has devoted nearly all his time to it. 
He has studied most of the leading 
systems in use. 
In three of the most 


prominent English systems he is an 
expert writer, and he has made an 
analytical study of all the best Ameri- 
can, French and German methods. He 
is also the author of a system- which 
has been sanctioned by the English and 
Scotch schools. He came to Chicago 
last January from Boston, where he 
lived for a short time after reaching 
America. 


Regarding the value of the facts 


shown by Mr. Gregg's accomplishment, 
it is said there can be no doubt. Mr. 
Gregg himself is confident that pro- 
ficiency in writing without closely 
watching the work can be easily ac- 
quired by shorthand students. 


"The idea of demonstrating what I 


believed the truth by writing while 
blindfolded," he said, "cnme to me 
while I was talking on the. subject. 
I 


had never heard of any such attempt 
being made, and am very certain that 
none has ever been successfully carried 
out before. ludeed, with the old sys- 
tems I think it would be impossible. 
But shorthand has moved forward, like 
most other things, arid there is no 
reason for the writer's being tied so 
closely to his work. 
i 


"Of course, writing With a blind- 


fold was simply au illustration of thei 
fact that constant watch of the char-l 
acters is unnecessary. It struck me as 
the most certain illustration of what I 
was attempting to prove. 
For if I 


can write without seeing the work at 
all, others surely can do so without 
keeping their eyes fixedjon the tips of 
their pencils. 


It may not bo out of order is state

A Lawyer and a'Squire Criticises 


the County Commissioners. 
Housewife

Fines and Costs-. 


'£qntre» Fall to Get the Costs «nd 


Bei*llnt« by Not Collecting th* 


l'ln«-» Imposed. 


A local 
attorney files a protest 


«cainst the practice of the county com- 
missioners in releasing prisoners from 
jail before their fines and costs are 
paid 
It has been the custom to keep 


offenders .in jail a few days or weeks, 
and if their fines are not paid, the com- 
missionfjrs 
-would 
accept 
a small 


amount as fall payment or order them 
released, rather than .keep them there 
at an exepnse of forty-five cents each, 
per day. The attorney referred to says 
that offenders have learned this, and 
consequently have no dread of being 
"committed until fines and costs_are 
paid." Magistrates are objecting toj 
this reversal of their judgment in 
criminal cases. They say that when j 
they fino a man $50 and costs or $10 , 
and costs, or any other amount, it is 
presumed that the punishment is de-1 
served. If the offender serves a few! 
days in jail and is then released with- 
out paying the amount assessed against 
him, the ends of justice are defeated. 


One case was cited where the pris- 


oner -was prepared to pay his fine but 
decided to stay in jail a few days and 
then apply to the commissoners for a 
release. The bluff worked and he got 
out by paying a small portion of the 
amount he owed. 


A certain justice of the peace also 


files a kick against the commissioners 
He says that they either refuse to allow 
oost bills or cut them down, until the 
justice seldom getsi the fees he earns. 
The 
'squire who' complains of this
